25 Whoſe heart he turn'd, that they with hate 
his people didentreat : 
And did his ſervants wrongfully 
abuſe with falſe deceit. 
The fourth part. 
26 His faithful ſervant Moſes then, 
and Aaron whom he choſe, 
He did command to go to them, 
his meſſage to diſcloſe. ; 
27 The wondrous meſſage of his ſigns 
among them hedid ſhow : 
And wonders in the land of Ham 
then did they work allo. 


23 Darkneſs he ſent, and made it dark 
in ſtead of brighter day : 
And unto his commiſſion 
they did not diſobey. . 
29 He turn'd their waters into blood, 
he did their fiſhes ſlay : : 
30 Their land brought frogs even in the place 
where their king Pharaoh lay. 


31 He ſpake, and at his voice there came 
great {warms of noiſom flies : 

And all the quartersof the land 
were fill'd with crawling lice. _ 

32 He gave them cold and ſtony hail = 
in ſtead of milder rain : 

And fiery flames within their land 
he ſent unto their pain. 


33 He {mote their vines, and all their trees 
whereon their figs did grow : 

And all the trees within their coaſts 
down did he overthrow. 

34 He ſpake, then caterpillers did 

and graſhoppers abound : 

35 Whichate the graſs in all their land, 
and fruit of all their ground. 

The fifth part. 

36 The firſt-begotten in their land 
eke deadly did he ſmite : 

Yea, the beginning and firſt-fruit 
of all their ſtrength and might. 

37 With gold and ſilver he them brought 
from Egypt land to paſs : 

And in the number of their tribes 
no feeble one there was. 


38 Egypt was glad and joyful then 


when they did thence depart : 
For terrour and the fear of them 
was fall'n upon their heart. 
39 Toſhroud them from the parching heat, 
a cloud he did diſplay : _ 
And fire he ſent to give them light 
when night had hidthe day. 


40 They asked, and he cauſed quails 
to rain at their requeſt : 

And fully with the bread of heaven 
their hunger he repreſt. 


41 He opened the ſtony rock, 
and waters guſhed out : 

And cke the dry and parched ground 
like rivers ran about. 


42 Forof his holy covenant 
ay mindful was he tho : 
Which to his ſervant Abraham 
he plighted long ago. 
43 He brought his people forth with mirth, 
and his ele& with joy 
Out of the cruel land where they 
had liv'd in great annoy. 


44 And of the heathen men he gave 
to them the fruitful Iands : 

The labours of the people eke 
they took into their hands. 

45 T hat they his holy ſtatutes mighr 


" obſerve for ey<rmore, 
And faithfully obey his laws : 
praiſe ye the Lord therefore. 
C 0n/4temni Domino. Pſal. cvi. N. 
Raiſe ye the Lord, for he is good, 
his mercy dures for ay : 
2 Who can expr-1s his'noble aQts, 
or all his praiſe diſplay ?' 
3 They blefſcd are that judgment keep, 
and juſtly do alway. 


4 With favour of thy people, Lord, 
remember me, I pray : 


Andwith thy faving health ( OLord) 
vouchſafe to vilit me : | 

5 That the great felicity 
of thine eleCt may ſee : 

And with thy peoples joy I may 
ajoyful mind poſlels ; | 

And may with thine inheritance 
a glorying heart expreſs. 

6 Both we and eke our fathers all 
have ſinned every one : 

We have committed wickedaels, 
and lewdly we have done. 

7 The wonders great which thou(O Lord ) - 
haſt done in Egypt land, 

Our fathers though they ſaw them all, 
yet did not underſtand. 


Nor they thy mercies multitude 
did keep in thankful mind: - 

But at the ſea, yeathe Red ſea, 
rebelted moſt unkind. _ -. 

8 Nevertheleſs he ſaved them . 
for honour of his name: _ 

That he might make his power. known, 
and ſpread abroad his fame. 


9 The Red ſea he did then rebuke, 
and forthwith it was drid: 

And as in wilderneſs, ſo through 
the deep he did them guide. 

10 He fay?d them from the cruel hand

18 In their aſſembly kindled was 
the hot conſuming fre : 
And waſting flame did then burn up 
the whkeo in his ire. |

an 1dol-calf did frame : 
And there the molten image they 
did worſhip of the ſame. 


20 Into the likeneſs ofa calf 
which feedeth on the graſs 

Thus they their glory turn'd, and all 
their honour did deface. 

21 And God their onely Saviour 
unkindly they forgot ; 

Which many greae and mighty things 
in Egypt land had wrought : 

The third part. 

22 Andin the land of Ham for them 
moſt wondrous works had done, 

And by the Red ſea dreadful things 
performed long agone. 

23 Therefore for their ſo ſhewing them 

- forgetful and unkind, 

To bring deſtruQtion on them all 
he purpos'd inhis mind : 


Had not his choſen Moſes ſtood 
before him in the break, 

_ Toturn his wrath, leſt he on them 
with ſlaughter ſhould him wreak. 

24 They did deſpiſe the pleaſant land 
that he behight to give : 

Yea, and the words that he had ſpoke 
they did no whit believe, 


25 But in their tents with grudging heart 
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they wickedly repin'd, 

Nor to the voice of God the Lord 
they gave an hearkning mind. 

26 Therefore againſt them lifted he 
his = revenging hand, 

Them to deſtroy in wilderneſs 
ere they ſhould ſee the land : 


27 And to deſtroy their ſeed among

28 To Baal-peor then they did 
adjoyn themſelves alſo, 
And ate the offrings of the dead, 
ſo they forſook him tho.

Yea, their own ſons and daughters blood 
without all cauſe of guilt. 


Whom they to Canaan idols then 
off red with wicked hand : 
And ſo with blood of innocents

29 Thus were they ſtained with the works 


of their own filthy way : 
And with their own 1nventions, 


a whoring they did ſtray. 


40 Therefore againſt his people was 
the Lords wrath kindled ſore : 
And even his own inheritance 


he did abhor therefore. | ;

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41lnto the hands of heathen men 
he gave them for a prey, 

And made their foes their lords, whom they
